I remember particilatly a 
broadcast address by Professor John Mac- 


murray on “Learning to Live,” in which 
he spoke of the value of knowledge, 
of training the body in fine and 


free action ; of training the senses to see, hear 
and feel; to touch and handle, finely ; of train- 
ing the emotional life and the religious life, 
which last he considered the central point, 
Such ideals had not only the support of the 
leaders of national] thought, but blessing 
of men in authority; and teachers must have 
felt a glow of anticipation that they were to 
take part in a noble work, a veritable renais- 
sance. 

These fine ideals now appear to be in 
jeopardy. Doubts are cast on the need of as 
many highly educated people as we c.n get; 
the value of knowledge is being again 
assessed in terms of the requirements of in- 
dustry; and now the possession of animal 
strength and robust bodily health is bein 
held up as almost the highest good to whic 
man can attain. Some time ago a speaker 
said that man’s first duty was to be a healthy 
animal. This is a sad downfall for Scotsmen ; 
for did they not used to teach us, “ Man’s 
chief end is to glorify God?” Stands Scot- 
land where it aid? I plead earnestly with my 
fellow-teachers to resist any lowering of the 
ideals inspiring the work to which we have 
set our hands. I plead for proclaiming anew 
that our chief business is, and remains, with 
that part of man that distinguishes him from 
the lower animals, and our chief duty to 
develop those higher powers to enable him to 
live the fullest life of which he is capable. 


FEAR OF MILITARISM 


It is formally denied that the movement 
for physical fitness has any militaristic aim. 
l am glad of that, and we should make & 
note oi it, 
has got about, the supporters of the move- 
ment have themselves to thank for it. How 
often have we had foreign nations whose aim 
is frankly militaristic held up to us as ex- 
amples and compa with us to our detri- 
ment. One lady, writing from a Highland 
manse, would like to see teachers leading 
marching platoons of children round the 
countryside! It is this willingness to march 
that is one of the curses of the world. A 
public man says that children would not dare 
to do this thing and that thing in Germany. 
1 dave say not, The Moderator of the Church 
of Scotland says that out of 15 Scottish 
adolescents five are fit, whereas out of 15 Ger- 
man adolescents 12 are fit. He did not say 
what they were fit for. If he lad counted 
the men of good-will, and numbered those 
who deal justly and love met.y, he might 
have found the proportions reversed. Frankly 
I am not sure there is no cause for suspicion.

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RESTORATION OF 
AGRICULTURE 


STANDARD PRICE 
POLICY 


REPORT OF LONDON 
COMMITTEE 


ECLARING that the time may be ripe 
D for a popular movement on a national 
scale of securing the restoration of 
agriculture to its rightful place, this year’s 
annual report of the Executive Committee of 
the Rural Reconstruction Association, 35 
Gordon square, London, W.C., says:— 

“ The most satisfactory feature of the year 
is the steady growth in the belief of the 
Association's standard price policy. . Standard 
prices have been adopted in principle for all 
agricultural products in New Zealand, whilst 
in Great Britain standard prices have worked 
well in the cases of hops and wheat. and may 
shortly be applied to sc Wholesale 
standard prices are also recommended for 
adoption by the Conservative Parliamentary 
Agricultural Committee for dealing with the 
home beef trade, and by the Reorganisatian 
Commission for Milk in dealing with fresh 
milk. Though some people still cling to the 
idea of solving agricultural problems by the 
introduction of a general import duty, well- 
informed opinion is rapidly coming round to 
the support of a standard price policy. 


MILK AND BACON 


“ On the other hand, the schemes in force 
for regulating milk and bacon have not been 
working smoothly. In our view, both the un- 
derlying principles and the general character 
of the schemes are sound, but there are many 
defects in details, particularly in the arrange- 
ments for price fixing and control of im- 
porta, This is a real disaster, for dissatis- 
action with the working of the schemes has 
to some extent discredited the whole policy. 
This dissatisfaction contributed towards the 
action of the poultry farmers in turning down 
the important proposals put forward for deal- 
ing with try and eggs. 
mt There has been widespread advocacy of 
the revival of agricultare from various groups 
concerned, respectively, in land settlement, in 
restoring the fertility of the sail, in extending 
the area under cultivation, in raising the 
standard of nutrition and health of the nation, 
and in providing food supplies in case of war. 
But none of these groups has specifically 
connected its advocacy with practical pro- 
posals for restoring agriculture to its rightful 
place in national life, and here the Associa- 
tion’s scheme stands alone. 

“The Land Settlement Association and 
other organisations have been extending their 
experiments in settling unemployed men on 
the land. These experiments go some way to 
show that the inherent capacity of our people 
to cultivate the land has not been lost by 
diversion to industrial pursuits. A_ large 
proportion of the settlers have shown real 
capacity for agriculture. 


OBSTACLES 


“ This success weakens one of the obstacles 
in the minds of men to an agricultaral revival. 
Other obstacles remain. It will be remem- 
bered that, up to about 1930, and to a less 
extent since that date, the main objection put 
forward to proposals for an agricultural 
revival was that Britain was quite unable to 
a ra more than a small proportion of its 
ood requirements. When this objection was 
dis of, and it became clear that Britain 
was well suited to produce at least the greater 
part of our food requirements, the opposition 
was concentrated on alleging that any exten- 
sive revival of agriculture would damage our 
shipping trade, and make impossible the 
collection of the interest and dividends on 
foreign investments. It may be that a 
thorough investigation of this matter will 
show that this view is mistaken. In any 
case, so far as we are aware, the problem has 
never been exhaustively investigated any

Standing 
near him at the graveside were General 
Goering, Field Marshal von Blomberg, 
Admiral Raeder, ‘General von Fritsch, 
Chief of the General Staff; and not far 
away were Baron von Neurath, the Foreign 
Minister; and Dr. Schacht, the Minister 
of National Economy. Herr Hitler drove 
away immediately he had expressed his 
sympathy to Genera! von Seeckt’s widow. 
This afternoon Herr Hitler is under- 
stood to have been in consultation with, at 
any rate, some of the Ministers already 
mentioned, though reports of a formal 
Cabinet sitting were denied by the Propa- 
ganda Minister, who added that Herr 
Hitler would probably return fo his villa 
at Berchtesgaden to-morrow. 


EUROPEAN INCIDENTS

The Duke of Windsor paid a surprise 
visit this afternoon to the Imperial 
Palace of Schoenbrunn, the former 
summer residence of the Hapsburgs, on 
the outskirts of Vienna. This was his 
second visit, the first having taken place 
during his stay in Vienna, as Prince of 
Wales, in February, 1935. 

The Duke, who was accompanied by 
Colonel Piers Legh, left Castle Enzesfeld 


after lunch by car, which took him 
straight to Schoenbrunn. Entering the 
palace at the side entrance for sight- 


seers, the Duke quietly walked to the 


ticket office, intending to pay for admis- 
sion like other visitors. e was, how- 
ever, immediately recognised, and a 


special guide was placed at his disposal. 

In the course of the inspection of the 
huge building the Duke asked many ques- 
tions, and showed special interest in the 
late Emperor Francis Joseph's suite, 
which includes also a famous imperial bed- 
room. In it is a little iron bedstead in 
which the Emperor hadslept every night 
for twenty years, the bed having been 
taken with the Emperor on all his tours, 
including even army manceuvres. 

Finally, the Duke was shown the Impe- 
rial State carriage collection, claimed to 
be the atest and finest on the Conti- 
nent. hat seemed to impress him most 
were several big State sleighs, which the 
Empress Maria Theresa used during the 
months that the Vienna streets were 
covered with snow.

LEAKING BOAT 
IN A STORM 


HARDSHIPS OF 
CREW OF TWO 


——— 
FORTY-EIGHT HOURS 
WITHOUT REST 
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From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Wednesday. 


ITH the safe arrival in Waterford 

Harbour of the small schooner, B I, 
there came to light a remarkable story of 
hardship at sea. 

The vessel was on passage from Arklow 
to Gravesend when she was forced to run 
for shelter to Rosslare. Here one of her 
crew of three left her, but the remaining 
two, who are the owners of the boat, de- 
cided to resume the voyage when the 
weather calmed. 


SPRANG A LEAK 


Putting to sea again, they met with a 
further spell of bad weather, and, to add 
to their trouble, the vessel sprang a leak. 
It was only after forty-eight hours’ con- 
tinuous labour that they were able to 
make Waterford Harbour, with six feet 
of water in the hold. 

The forty-mile passage from Rosslare 
occupied two days, and during the entire 
period they were compelled to keep the 
pumps going uninterruptedly. They were 
without rest and had little food, for there 
was no time to prepare it. At Passage 
East they fell in with hobblers, who 
directed them where to beach the leaking 
vessel. 


TOWED TO SAFETY 


In the meantime arrangements were 
made for two boats to tow the schooner 
to Cheekpoint, where she now lies on the 
beach, and it is understood that the neces- 
sary repairs will be carried out there. 

Built at Shoreham in 1874, the B I was 
purchased at Arklow recently by Messrs. 
W. Roberts and A. F. Bull, of Southamp- 
ton. They prepared to sail to Gravesend 
in ballast, taking on as an additional 
member of the crew an Arklow man; but 


he decided not to continue the voyage 
from Rosslare. 
The schooner, which is registered in 


London, was formerly, known as Sarah 
Anne. Her previous owner was Mr. R. 
Conway, of Arklow.

SWEPT INTO THE SEA 


The steamer was bound for Dundee 
from Leningrad with a 1,000-ton flax 
cargo. She ran into terrific storms off the 
Norwegian coast, and when about 100 
miles off the Skagerak Rocks was struck 
by mountainous seas. 

Milshail Meroshnekov, the bo’sun, and 
Alexis Andrev, the second engineer, who 
were standing near the starboard rail, 
were swept off their feet in the sea. In 
the pitch darkness nothing could be done 
to rescue them. 

For twelve days altogether the Maronych 
battled against the elements, and when 
she was within eight miles of the Bell 
Rock, only a day's passage from her 
destination, her bunker coal gave out,

HE Glasgow steamer Diamond (628 
tons) sank in the Thames off Green. 
hithe last night, after being in collision 
with the Norwegian motor ship Heranger 
(4.877 tons). 

Two of the crew of the Diamond are 
missing end feared drowned: the rei ain 
ing eight were rescued. 

The two ships came into collision in St. 
Clement’s Reach when it was very dark 
and a strong ebb tide was running. 

The Diamond filled rapidly and sank in 


a few seconds. 


THE SURVIVORS 


A motor boat and a tug which rushed 
to the scene picked up the survivors, who 
were struggling in the water. The 
Heranger was slightly damaged, but after 
putting in at Gravesend was able to pro- 
ceed on her voyage to Antwerp. 


The Diamond, which is owned by 
William Robertson and Company, of Glas- 
gow, lies about 500 yards from the 


Kentish shore, with the masts and tip 
of her funnel showing above the water. 
Captain G. C. Steele, of the training 
ship Worcester, told a reporter that the 
collision occurred just before 6.30, when 
it was very dark on the river, the moon 
not having risen, and a strong ebb tide 
running. There were no cadets in the 
Worcester, but the ship’s staff launched a 
boat and rowed over to the scene. A fast 
motor boat, however, had already reached 
the spot, and watermen had begun rescue 
work. 


WATERMAN’S STORY 


Mr. W. G. 8S. Crouch, a waterman, of 
High street, Greenhithe, said that on 
hearing the collision he called his two 
sons, William. aged 42, and Frederick, 
aged 36. ' They got out a motor-boat 
immediately, but would not let me go 
with them, although I wanted to,” he 
said. “The ship went down in a matter 
of seconds, but my boys reached the spot 
almost as quickly. They cruised round 
and managed to pick up five of the crew, 
who were struggling in the water. A tug 
took others on board, and, I think, later 
proceeded to Gravesend. When the five 
men were brought to my house [ gave 
them hot tea and whiskey. They seemed 
remarkably fresh after their ordeal, Dut 
will have to stay the night here.”’ 

The names of the missing men are 
William Seatter (the captain) and Regi- 
nald Lees, seaman.

Great Britain. : 

For January Northern producers wil! 
get about 2s. a cwt. more than English 
producers will get, and if there is an 
alteration in the quota later they will 
ory secure a bigger share of the 

ritish market than they have at present. 

In future, no matter what ha pens in 
Great Britain, the price of pigs in Northern 
Ireland will be based on the price of feed 
and on conditions as they exist locally, 
and without reference to prices in England 
or Scotland. 

The Pig Industry Council, which is the 
statutory body responsible for the fixing 
of pig prices in Northern Ireland, has 
decided to fix for January prices which 
are based upon the British contract prices, 
irrespective of the fact that these prices 
will no longer prevail in Great Britain. 


LOCAL AUTONOMY 

The Council and the Ministry of Agri 
culture have agreed also that it is desir 
able that prices in Northern Ireland in 
future should be regulated without direct 
reference to the course of events in Great 
Britain. Consequently it has been decided 
to institute a system of prices for Northern 
Ireland based solely upon the conditions 
prevailing there. 

A decision as to the basis for pig prices 

in Northern Ireland from February 
onwards will be taken by the Council 
during the month of January, and a 
further announcement made before the 
end of that month. Meanwhile the prices 
fixed for January, and which are about 
2s. a cwt. above the British figure. wil] 
continue in force. 
Mr. T. Shaw, the secretary and manager 
of the Northern Pig Marketing Board, 
informed me this evening that during the 
month of January it will be possible to 
work out a new price basis. 


THE QUOTA 

The present pig quota for Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, he said, will con- 
tinue until the month of February. The 
fact that producers in Great Britaim have 
not been able to fulfil completely their 
contracts will not alter the quota. There 
is a possibility in a free market that tho 
price of bacon may rise during the next 
two months. The Northern Ireland prices 
eventually adopted, naturally, will have 
to bear some relation to the price obtained 
for bacon in Great Britain, which is the 
main market. 
lt was not intended, he added, to 
abolish the quota arrangements in Feb- 
ruary, but there is a possibility that the 
British quota would be modified, so that 
there would be a guarantee that sufficient 
pigs would be available for curers’ 
requirements. 

MORE PIGS 
It is estimated that the value of the 
nine hundred thousand pigs annually ex- 
ported from Northern Ireland will reach 
nearly five million pounds sterling, and if 
this 1s so it will mean that the pig ex- 
ports are possibly the largest and most 
valuable exports from Northern Ireland. 
The present pig population in Northern 
Ireland is three times what it was three 
years ago, and if there is a bigger demand 
for pigs in Great Britain, and a modifica 
tion of the quota, Northern Ireland may 
be able to supply more of the deficiency. 
In the meantime pig-producers are as- 
sured of higher prices for the month of 
January.

It is believed that the new vessel will

The new liner will be less than half the 
size of the Queen Mary, which is 80,773 
tons. 

The present Cunard-White Star fleets 
consists of nineteen vessels, representing & 
total gross tonnage of 508,048. Since the 
amalgamation of the Cunard and White 
Star Lines in 1934 seven of their largest 
ships, including the Mauretania, the 
Majestic, Homeric and Doric, have been 
disposed of. 

Following the company’s announcement 
in July, it wis stated that the Cunard- 
White Star Company planned to re- 
organise tts fleet by building new liners 
at a total cost of about £10.000,000. The 
number, 1t was stated, would probably be 
eight or more, and the new linets would 
be used to capture the North Atlantic 
traffic. 


Mr. W. IW. Hitchens, chairman of 
Messrs. Camme!! Laird and Co., Ltd., said 
to a reporter last night: “ The keel of the 
new vessel wll be laid down as soon as 
the designs are sufficiently advanced— 
probably in the early spring. She will 


probably be built on the stocks now occu- 
pied by the Ark Royal, the big seaplane 
carrier, which we are now building, and 
which will be launched towards the end of 
March.”’ 

Mr. Hitchens said that the new liner 
would provide a considerable amount of 
work not only for Birkenhead, but for 
Sheffield. where the big forgings would be 
made. Work would start as soon as the 
contract was completed. The company now 
has enough work to keep them busy for 
several years. 


DUBLIN SAILINGS 

It was announced recently that the 
Cunard- White Star Company had arranged 
that five of their vessels sailing to Boston 
and New York would call regularly at 
Dublin, the service to begin in April next, 
The first call will be made by the Scythia 
on April 10th on her way to New York 
from Liverpool after which there will be

Major-General D. E. Robertson, Com- 
mander of the Waziristan District, and 
the Resident in Waziristan, addressed the 
headmen, telling them that if the tribe 
wished for peace they should without 
delay produce a fully representative Jirga 
to hear the final orders of the Government. 
They must also give up a hundred 
hostages and a hundred rifles as earnest of 
their good intentions. Further, they must 
expel hostile members of other tribes from 
their district limits, and bring their own 
hostile sections under control. 

The Jirga promised that it would do its 
best to comply with the conditions im- 
posed, but stated that it would have some 
difficulty in expelling hostile members of 
other tribes and in bringing its own “ die- 
hards ” to heel.

When her husband died, about ten years 
ago, the question of her liability for death 
duties on his estate was raised. He leit a 
fortune of some £7,000,000, and although he 
was said to have been domiciled in 
Jersey the British Exchequer claimed 
£2,500.000 by way of death duties. 
Lady Houston contested the claim on the 
ground that the estate was not liable to taxa- 
tion in England. After a time, however, 
Mr, Churchill, the then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, was able to announce that the 
matter had been settled, Lady Houston hav- 
ing sent a cheque for £1,500,000 to the Ex- 
chequer. ..It took six months to clear the 
cheqne, the money being raised by means 
of securities in all parts of the world. 


HER GIFTS 


Lady Houston’s name came prominently 
before the public in connection with the 
Schneider Trophy contest of 1931, when her 
gift of £100, enabled Great Britain to 
compete for and secure the Trophy. 

The financing.of the Houston Mount Everest 
expedition of 1935 was a further instance of 
her public spirit. The expedition, with the 
Marquess of Clydesdale as chief pilot, made 
two flights over Everest, and brought back 
much valuable information. 

Her gifts, or rather cJerings of gifts, how- 
ever, were not always such as could be ac- 
cepted in the public interest. In a letter 
to Mr. Neville Chamberlain (Chancellor of 
the Exchequer) in 1932 she made an offer 
of £200,000 towards national defence. 
but prescribed cenditions which the 
Chancellor could not accept. Soon after- 
wards, however, she sent through her solicitor 
a sum of £40,000 to the Chantellor — the 
equivalent of the amount that would have 
been due by her as income tax if she had 
then been domiciled in England. “I hope you 
are not too proud to accept,” she observed, 
in her letter to the Chancellor. 

Her birthday gift to the King George V. 
Jubilee Trust was £40,000. 

Among her other gifts of note were £10,000 
to the building fund of the Liverpool 
Cathedral, in memory of her husband ; £30,000 
to the Miners’ Relief Fund, in response to the 
Prince of Wales's broadcast appeal at 
Christmas, 1928; £30,000 to the Lord Mayor 
of London’s Distress Fund, in 1929; £10,000 
to the Navy League’s Fighting Fund, £12,000 
to Toc-H., and £100,000 in securities to the 
Governors of St. Thomas’s Hospital. 


Lady Houston was created D.B.E. in 1917. 


AS RACEHORSE OWNER 


Lady Houston took an interest in horse- 
racing, and her patriotic fervour was re- 
flected in her racing colours—red, white and 
blue. In an interview she once said: “I 
should like to have taken the Union Jack it- 
self as my racing emblem had that been 
possible, but, of course, it was not.” 

Lady Houston’s best horse was R. B. 
Bennett, named after the Canadian Pr - 
When R. B. Bennett won the North Derby, 
m 1952, Lady Houston sent the Canadian 
Premier a message from his namesake. the 
racehorse. The Ottawa Conference was then 
in its early stages 

he .message read:—‘‘Humble greetings 
from R. B. Bennett, of Newmarket, winner 
of the North Derby, to his great namesake. 
May the greatest Derby of the British Empire 
be won at Ottawa, with Free Trade within 
the Empire, reciprocity and bumping pros- 
perity ; for Britishers, both man and horse, 
are the most glorious race the world has ever 
produced, ot all Britishers should feel as 
proud of their pedigree as I am of mine, and 
of being called R. B. Bennett. God save the 
King, and three neighs for Ottawa. Signed 
(his hoof mark) R. B. Bennett.” 

Lady Houston named one of her racehorses

A BISHOP ON RECENT 
CRISIS

The Bishop of St. Edmundsbury and 
Ipswich (Dr. W. G. Whittingham), in his 
diocesan magazine, observes that more effec- 
tive than many armaments was the calm- 
ness and dignity with which the Empire met 
the recent crisis. 

Constitutional monarchy, he says, has 
seemed to some people to be monarchy shorn 
of one of its most distinctive attributes—its 
power. The really significant point of king- 
ship in a constitutional monarchy such as 
we possess in Eagland appears to me to lic 
in its authority. The law is made by the 
representatives of the people in Parliament ; 
it is administered on its civil side by the 
Government, which also controls the force 
nga, to give effect to decisions which 
are made by the Courts; but the authority 
which lies at the back of enactment, ad- 
ministration and enforcement is the authority 
of the Crown. It expresses the authorit 
necessary for national existence and, indeed, 
for the pire. 

Other nations may secure this in another 
way; ours has secured it in this way, and 
in securing it has given us stability as a 
democracy stability, as has been well 
said, related to liberty which we can scarcely 
find to the same degree elsewhere. 

“There cannot be among human institu- 
tions a better factor for the preservation of 
peace than a British Empire at anity in 
itself, calm, steady, strong, sessed of a 
loyalty not only to itself and to its King, 
but to those fundamental principles of 
righteousness and justice which, with all our 
faults and weaknesses, at bottom we cling 
firmly to.”

R. CHARLES VIVIAN JACKSON, a 
30-year-old London University ite 
fessor and a well-known amateur rider, 
died in hospital this evening as the result 
of serious injuries received in a sleigh ac- 
cident during the afternoon. | 
Miss Peggy Hopkins Joyce, the Ameri- 
can actress, who was the other passenger 
of the horse sleigh, was slightly injured. 
It was stated to-night that her condition 
was satisfactory. R 
The accident occurred when the two 
horses drawing the sleigh bolted, for some 
reason unknown, while passing through 
the village of Celerina, about a mile from 
St. Moritz. 

The visitors had driven from St. Moritz 
to Celerina, which is the station for the 
famous Cresta Ran. The driver was 
unable to retain control over the horses, 
and, after they had dashed for some dis- 
tance through the village, the sleigh over- 
turned, and the two passengers were flung 
out. Mr. Jackson was thrown violently 
against a post, and suffered a fractured 
skull and body injuries. The driver of the 
sleigh was also hurt. 


RUSHED TO HOSPITAL 


The two passengers were rushed to hos- 
pital at Samaden, where it was found that 
Miss Joyce’s injuries were slight, being 
confined to a few bruises. 

Mr. Jackson, however, was badly hurt, 
and unconscious, and after the doctors 
had examined him it was seen that he had 
little hope of living. He died four hours 
later, at 8 p.m., without having recovered 
consciousness. 

Miss Joyce was still in the hospital to- 
night, but is expected to leave to-morrow, 
when she will return to St. Moritz, 

Mr. Jackson arrived at St, Moritz about 
a week ago and took a room at a leading 
hotel. He was a twin brother of Mr. 
Derek A. Jackson. They have both been 
prominent in National Hunt racing for 
several seasons as racehorse owners and 
amateur riders, He left Cranleigh r week 
last Monday, and was expected back home 
in a few days’ time. He was a Professor 
in Astro-Physics, and was an honorary 
lecturer in that subject at the Roya! 
College of Science, 


RACEHORSE OWNER 

One of the first horses he rode was his 
own gelding, Cornafulla, which fell with 
him when running at Wolverhampton last 
March. He also owned Roi Tondel and 
Watchdog. A few weeks ago, when he 
decided to give up fiding in National Hunt 
races, he gave them to Miss Peggy 
Hopkins Joyce, Both horses won races at 
Derby last week on the same day, and 
were also successful at Windsor the 
previous week. 

Miss Peggy Hopkins Joyce, formerly a 
Ziegfeld Fo Girl, has eal four times 
married.

In an editorial article today The Times 
remarks: A year of' great industrial 
activity is nearing its élose. Employment 
has increased in volume and in a arom 
The Ministry of Labour’s last estimate is 
that in mid-December, and onia day of 
inclement weather which kept thousands 
of outdoor workers from their employment 
for that day only, the number of insured 
workers if employment in general in 
dustry, and not including agriculture, was 
505,000 more than at the corresponding 
time last year. Throughout 1936 the 
average number of insured persons in em. 
ployment has been 519,000 more than in 
1935. Wages have advanced to an extent 
that cannot be completely measured, but 
the Ministry had information up to the 
end of November of increases of full-time 
rates of pay, amounting to well over 
£21.000,000 a year. 

The activity of production tended to 
make these higher rates actual and not 
only nominal, the men in the industries 
which obtained the increases being more 
likely to receive them just because employ. 
ment was more constant. There was also 
industrial peace. Half of all the industria] 
trouble of the year was in the coalfields. 
as well as two-thirds of all the time lost 
through disputes, and yet there was 
— to gen the public mind or to 
interfere with the ste ss of in- 
dustry and trade. stáin SE. 

Industrial prosperity is the occasion for 
the trade unions to claim the higher wages 
which. will give the workpeople a share 
in the larger quantity of goods that is 
being produced. The essential justice of 
this claim has been recognised. It is 
a remarkable fact that even in the de 
pressed industries increased wages have 
been conceded without conflict. One of 
the contentions of the founders and de 
fenders of the totalitarian State is hat 
the clash of sectional interests is destruc. 
tive of the organism of the State, and 
must, therefore, be superseded by 
arbitrary authority. The manner of con- 
ducting industrial relations in this 
country—and the facts already cited are 
in no Way specially selected—is an illus. 
tration of the capacity for self-government 
which is encouraged by a liberal constitu 
tion. On both sides in industrial nego. 
tiations there is new almost invariably a 
sense of public responsibility and duty 
which is a_powerfn) influence for peace 
and good understanding, or for limiting 
the duration of conflict. Our methods of 
industrial negotiation are but an example 
of the use of liberty in a country which 
cherishes individual. rights and freedom of 
association—a country full of democrati- 
cally controlled institutions. A concep- 
tion of political. freedom which takes into 
account only the working of the national 
machinery of Government is absurdly in- 
complete.

WALES OF TO-DAY 

In the course of a talk on “ Wales of 
To-day.” Professor W. J. Gruffydd, who 
occupies the Chair of Celtie Languages in 
the University of Wales, in Cardiff, said 
that there had been & revolutionary change 
in nearly every aspect of Welsh life since 
1900, and that had been very much 
accentuated by the Great War. That change 
was to be seen mostly in the apparent decline 
of religions observance in Wales. This was 
to be á on other than religious 
grounds, because in the past the Non- 
conformists in Wales were the guardians of 
the old Welsh traditions, and if it had not 
been for the communities developed by Welsh 
Conformity, especially in the rural parts, it 
was quite likely that the Welsh language 
would now be in a moribund postition. As 
it was, the language was very mach alive 
With the literary revival they must associate 
the names of Sir Owen Edwards and Sr 
Jobn Morris. The latter, in particular, 
brought back to the notice of the Welsh 
nation its lost literary heritage. That 
happened to coincide with the perfecting of 
their educational system, so that Sir John 
was fortunate in his period, because he had 
an audience ready made for him, not only 
in the Noncomformist activities of the past, 
but by the schools and colleges, which were 
té most striking feaure of modern Welsh 

e. 

uestion which agitated Wales to-day 
Was felsh nationalism. The Weish 
Nationalist Party was weak, and found great 
difficulty in making converts, until the 
blunders of the English Government during 
the past six months came to the resene, and 
now English Government had made more 
conv to Welsh nationaliem in a few 
months than had resulted from ten vears of 
propaganda by Welsh Nationalist leaders. 

There was no doubt now that Welsh 
nationalism, in whatever way it would achieve 
its aim, was the most living force in Weish 
politics ; but even in that there was a danger 
Wales, like the whole of Europe. was more 
than conscious of right and left in politics 
and the danger was that the onanimity of 
nationalism at the present time might be rent 
asunder by Fascism and Communism in the 
near future, unless their leaders were patrioltic 
enough to forget the minor matter of politica! 
theory and to concentrate on the major issue 
of Welsh indepencence. 

The Welsh visitors were afterwards enter- 
tained privately by a number of Irish 
language enthusiasts.

WIDOW’S STORY OF SUICIDE 


THREATS 


Dr. Robert Neil Ballagh McCord, the 
Deputy-Superintendent of Surrey County 
Mental Hospital, Brookwood, who took his 
hfe by gas-poisoning on Monday, had suffered 
for two years from fits of depression. This 
was stated at the inquest at Woking yester- 
day when Mr. G. Wills Taylor recorded a 
verdict of suicide while of unsound mind. 

Mrs. McCord, the widow, said that her 
husband was depressed on Christmas Day. 

“He had no financial or domestic worries, 
she said, “and Í know of no reason for his 
action. During his fits of depression he has 
on many occasions threatened to take his 
life, and | am quite certain that he was 
frequently in such a mental state that he did 
not know what he was doing.’’ Dr. McCord, 
who was 435, had worked at Brookwood for 
sixteen years 

Dr. J. A. Lowry, medical superintendent, 
said that there was no question whatever of 
any trouble at the hospital. Dr. McUord's 
work was appreciated by the committee and 
the staff, and he was very popular at the 
hospital.

SCOTTISH APPEAL TO 
MINISTER

The possibility of extending the present 
grants for eradicating bracken and for agri- 
cuitural drainage was discussed by the Sec- 
retary for Scotland, Mr. Walter Elliot, with 
a deputation he received in Edinburgh on 
Christmas Eve. 

The deputation urged that the grant for 
eradicating bracken should amount to not 
less than a third of the total cost of the 
work involved, and that it should not be 
restricted to the use of approved bracken- 
cutting machines, but should be payable 
towards the cost of all cutting. The present 
position was, the deputation stated, serious 
from the sheep farmer s point of view, as 
the spread of bracken was causing a reduc- 
tion of the stocks of sheep in Highland arcas, 
Grants on the lines proposed would have the 
additional advantage of enabling work to be 
given to the local unemployed. Machines 
were of little use on rough and hilly ground. 
The deputation also urged that in the case 
of both field and hill draimage the grant 
should be increased from a quarter to a third 
of the cost of the work involved. ~ 

Mr. Elliot, in reply, said that there were 
serious difficulties, administrative and other- 
wise, in the way of extending the grant 
facilities for bracken cutting to cover hand- 
cutting, and in increasing the rate of grant. 
The supervision of such an extended scheme 
would not be easy, and would probably in- 
volve a heavy increase in the inspectorate. 
As regarded drainage. it had to be remem- 
bered that grants for ths purpose were not 
available at all to farmers in England and 
Wales. Moreover, any increase in the pre- 
sent rate of grant, assuming that the total 
provision of money for the purpose remained 
at a comparable level, would, by increasing 
the number of applications for grants, in- 
crease the difficulty of selecting successful 
applicants, and give rise to dissatisfaction 
among those whose applications would have 
to be refused. He would, however, give 
serious consideration to the deputation’s case,
